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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-39 were pending in the present application. Accordingly, claims 1-39 arc 
currently under consideration. Amendment and cancellation of certain claims is not to be construed 
as a dedication to the public of any of the subject matter nf the claims a* previously presented. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 

The Office has rejected claims 1-8, 10, 1 1, 15, 16, 19, 22-29. 32. 33 and 37-39 as 
allegedly being anticipated by Buckelew et al. (US 6,495,882 Bl). 

In support of the rejection, the Office Action (Paper No. 5) states the following on pages 

3-4: 

Regarding claims M, 10, IP, 22-27 and 37-39; m Figures 6A-6E, Buckelew et al. 
dteclosee an optical package (100) having n length of nptical fibers (1 10) connected to the 
package, comprising: 

an enclosure having at nne nptical component (102) disposed therein* the 
component defhinE a plane and being optically coupled to the length of optical libers 1 C); 

an opening mnJnrling a feedtlmjugli (124) defined by at least on© wall of *±>c enclosure; 

and 

supports (1 1ft, 126, 127, 126) attached to the enclosures and configured to support the 
segment of the length (see column 9, lines 15-1 5 and lines 54-59); 

wherein a segment cf the length of optical fibere (110) ia c^Eposed within the feedthrovgh 
(124) such that a plane defined by the segment Is angled relative to die plane defined by the 
component (1 02); 

wherein the package (100) includes a mounting tee, upon which the optical component 
(102) is mounted, the mounting base defining a plana such, that the plane defined by the segment is 
perpendicular to the plane refined by the mcmntmg base; 

wherein the plane defined by the segment is perpendicular to the plane defined by the 
component (107); 

wherein the segment of the length of optica] fibers is disposed within the cpeniDfi such 
that a nan-bending length of the optical fiber; extent* to the opening may be mtnimi zBd; and 

wherein the length of optica) fibers comprises a ribbon of optical fibers that has a cross- 
SectiMl selected fiom the group consisting of ovala, ellipses and rectangles. 

Regarding claim* 5-3; the supports (1 7fi. J 7-7) disclosed in Figure r>D arc clamp*, 
wherein the support (126) has a face that mcludee a, flat or curved surface and that i& parallel to the 
segment of the length of optical fibers (1 10), wherein the support (127) has a face that includes a 
flat or curved surface and that is parallel to the segment of the length of optical fibers (1 10), 
wherein the support (J 77) comprises a compliant materia], and wherein the support (127) may ba a 
rubber silicotic insert (ace ct>himn 9, lines 38-59). 

Regarding Claims 11,15 and 28, the feedthrough (124) includes a sealant (hermetic seal 
129) disposed within the gap defined by the opening and the length of optical fibers wherein the 
hermetic seal may be metallic thus, the feedthrou^h may comprise & roeta! (column 9, hues 60- 
67). 
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Regarding claim* l 6, 29, 32 and 33; the sealant (129) may be epoxy (aee colimni 9, line 
60-67). Epoxy is an adhesiv-e that requires cming to adhere 

Applicants Rjspftrtfiilly draw the Examiner's attention to amended paragraph f0001] of 
the specification, which indicates that the present application claims the benefit of priority to at least 
U.S. Patrait Application Serial No, 09/724,829, which was filed on November 28, 2000. Buckelew 
et al. shares the same filing date of November 28 7 2000 m thft priority filing date of the present 
application. Applicants also note that at the time of filing, the present application and Budcelew ct 
al. were both commonly assigned to Lightwave Microsystems* Inc. 

Therefore, Buckelew et al. serves as an improper basis for a rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(c). Accordingly, removal of the rejection is appropriate and is hereby respectfully requested. 

Allowable Sub ject Matter 

The Office has indicated that claims 9, 12-14, 17, 18, 20 7 21, 30, 31 and 34-3S would be 
allowable if rewrittm in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Applicants aclaiowledge the allowable subject matter with thanks, However, Applicants 
contend that in Hgfct of the remarks above, all pending Claims are allowable and respectfully request 
allowance therefor.
